It is noted that claim 49 has been cancelled. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13. 1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The ISR shows prior art against the method claims 
of Group I and composition claims of Group II. Applicant has thus not defined an invention 
with a single inventive concept which makes a contribution over the prior art, as required by 
PCT Rule 13.2. 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so hnked as 
to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1.

The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 
because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or corresponding special technical 
features for the following reasons: each existing cell T-Hne has its own particular characteristics 
in terms of its antigen specificity, MHC-restriction, and fixnction (e.g. expression of cell surface 
receptors, production of lymphokines, etc.). Therefore, it would require a different search for 
each of the species of T-cell types listed for group II.
